THE FORDNEY TARIFF. 


The Fordney tariff bill from begin­ 
ning to end is loaded 
with iniquities 
but the crowning iniquity of them all 
is that w’hich seeks to establish an ab­ 
solutely new method of valueing im­ 
ports from foreign countries. 
For a 
century and a quarter tariff duties un­ 
der all the various tariff laws enacted 
by congress have been fixed upon the 
cost prices abroad of the imported 
merchandise in the places where the 
goods originated. 
The Fordney plan 
is to have goods valued for the collec­ 
tion of tariff duties not according to 
what the importer 
paid 
for 
them 
abroad but according to their market 
value in the United States. 
Under the scheme, as one of the 
leading merchants of America points 
out, it will be impossible for distribut­ 
ors to know the cost of their goods un­ 
til they have 
been 
received in the 
United States and duty imposed by 
a government officer. 
A state of un­ 
certainty will thus be created w’hich 
cannot fail to hav£ a most unfortun­
